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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument of the difference between 
"indirectly exposed" and "directly exposed" of the joint and the first fluid, has been very carefully considered but is not found to be 
persuasive because the examiner does not see any difference between two types of " exposed" since at the point of "exposed", (for 
example joint 12 and the first fluid in applicant's argument) it appear that they are still a type of "directly exposed" due to the fact that the 
first fluid and the joint are still in direct contact with each other when they meet. The other reasonable interpretation of "indirectly exposed" 
is that there is something between the "first fluid" and the "joint" (and not some thing between the connection piece (6) and the joint per 
applicant's argument) that keeps them from directly contact each other. The term "indirectly exposed" has been interpreted as clearly 
pointed out in the Final Rejection. 
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
